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Hayes“ Inaug 

According to custom President: 
Hayes, on assuming the duties of his 
office, has announced to the people 
his views on questions of State. 
address is short, and shows that it is 
the thought of a good man, but does 
not exhibit clear, bold statesmanship. 

He justly perceives that the great 
questions with which the administra- 
tion will have to deal are “The South- 
ern Problem” and “Civil Service Re- 
form.” He urges the necessity of 
public schools for the South, holding 
that universal suffrage should rest on 
universal education. 

His views on civil service reform 
have already been stated in his letter 
of acceptance. They are sound and 
just. Speaking of the financial and 
commercial problems he says that we 
are gradually arising from the depres- 
sion that has weighed upon us 
since September, 1873. He of course 
favors an early resumption of specie 
payment. His allusions to our rela- 
tions with foreign powers, the Presi- 
dential contest and the Electoral 
Commission are all good enough, but 
are neither strong nor able. His ad- 
dress bears the marks of coming from 
a good man; and the country will re- 
ceive it as such. 

It remains for him to surround 
himself with wise counselors. If he 
forms a cabinet of his superiors, of 


conservative men, his administration 


will be a brilliant one. If he follows 
the policy of General Grant, he will 
freduently be led into error. The 
Southern problem is one which in his 
address he rather indifferently handles. 
His party have committed many er- 
rors in its Southern policy; but the 
Republican party is the party which 
should with true statesman vigor and 
decision adjust most cautiously the fac- 
tions entering into this most difficult 
and intricate problem. We of this coast 
cannot comprehend the Southern 
question. We may speak in general 
terms of the natural attrition inevit- 
ably arising between two widely un- 
equal races who are placed on a plane 
of equality; we can apprehend the 
baneful effects which must follow 
from a partisan government in the 
Southern States; and finally, we can 
realize that too much government, or 
rather injudicious interference with 
the social adjustments which natural 
law provides, must necessarily work 
to the detriment of both races. 

Hayes shows a disposition to receive 
first counsel on Southern affairs from 
leading conservative men from the 
South. If he is mainly influenced by 
the best Southern statesmen, in mat- 
ters of Southern policy, he will grand- 
ly surprise the country and do what 
no Republican has had the moral 
courage to do for many years. His 
views on civil service reform are ahead 
of the age, and he will prohably not 
have the necessary support to carry 
them into effect. Again, he is not, 
judging from his past history, that 
man of decision and wise judgement 
sufficient to make a radical change of 
the character contemplated. He is 
not strongly backed by his party but 
receives a reserved support from every 
section of the Union. Ultra politi- 
cians are not his friends, and hence he 
will be the subject of much unjust 
criticism: Let him gather about him 
a Cabinet of such men as Lincoln se- 
lected for Cabinet officers and the 
administration of President Hayes 
will command the earnest support of 
the people of the United States and 
the respect of the enlightened oo 
of Europe.

TELEGRAPHIC. 


The Democrats have issued an 
open letter to the people of the United 
States, wherein they state that Tilden 
and Hendricks are by right President 
and Vice President of the United 
States, they having received 196 Elec- 
toral votes and a popular vote of 
250,000 majority, and of the Caucasian 
vote they received a majority of more 
than 1,000,000. The Democrats de 
nounce in strong terms the Louisiana 
Returning Board and the actions of 
the Republican leaders. And further, 
that they will wage an unrelenting 
war against usurpers. The address is 
signed by Frank H. Hurd, of Ohio, 
R. L. Gibson, of Louisiana, O. R. 
Singleton, of Mississippi, and W. P. 
Lynde, of Wisconsin. The address 
abounds in ill-timed assertions and 
needless severities. 

Randall’s closing speech was a fail- 
ure. He attempted to conciliate 
ultra Democrats, and made a parti- 
san address which at the time was s out 
of taste. 

Hayes was sworn in Saturday even- 
ing in the Red Parlor of the Capitol. 
Grant, Fish, Waite and Hayes were 
the only persons present. The Bible 
was not used; Hayes raised his hand 
and took the solemn oath. 

A Washington dispatch says: Hayes 
has unquestionably decided upon a 
forward policy for the government of 
his Administration. He regards the 
platform upon which he was nomina- 
ted and his letter of acceptance as 
documents that mean what they say, 
and he has decided to carry out the 
principles therein announced in good 
faith and to the full extend of his 
ability. He has shown since his ar- 
rival here that he has firmness of pur- 
pose from which he cannot be moved 
True reform he will 
sustain, first in the abstract and sec- 
ond in its execution. In regard to 
the South, he will bury the “bloody 
shirt,” provided that section will in 
good faith attend the funeral and as- 
sist in the interment. The South is 
to have full opportunity to participate 
in the Government upon fair and equal 
terms.

That the act of emancipa- 
tion was a wise, just and providential 
act, fraught with good for all con- 
cerned, is now generally conceded 
throughout the country; that a moral 
obligation rests upon the National 
Governmeut to employ its constitu- 
tional power and influence to estab- 
lish the rights of the people it has 
emancipated, and to protect them in 
the enjoyment of those rights, when 
they are infringed or assailed, is also 
generally admitted. The evils which 
afflict the Southern States can only be 
removed or remedied by the united 
and harmonious efforts of both races, 
actuated by motives of mutual sym- 
pony and regard; and, while in duty 
und and fully determined to protect 
the rights of all by every constitu- 
tional means at the disposal of my ad- 
ministration, I am sincerely anxious 
to use every legitimate influence, in 
favor of honest and efficient local gov- 
ernment as the true resource of those 
States forthe promotion of the con- 


tentment and prosperity of their citi- 


zens. In the effort I shall make to 
accomplish this purpose I ask the cor- 
dial co-operation of all who cherish 
an interest in the welfare of tlie coun- 
try, trusting that party ties and preju- 
dice of race will be freely surrendered 
in behalf of the great purpose to be 
accomplished—in the important work 
of the restoration of the South. It is 
not the political situatiog alone that 
merits attention. The material devel- 
opment of that section of .the country 
has been arrested by the social and 
political convulsion through which it 
has , and now needs and deser- 
ves the considerate care of the Na- 
tional Government within the just 
limits prescribed by the Constitution 
and wise public economy. But, as the 
basis of all prosperity for that as well 
as for every other part of the country 
is the improvement of the intellectual 


‘and moral condition of the people. 


Universal su should rest upon 
universal education. To this end, lib- 
eral and permanent provision should 
be made bor the support of free schools 
by the State governments, and if need 


be supplemented by legitimate support

Last night the Went hound train 
brought to Reno J. W. Rover, who is 
the central figure of the great Hum- 
boldt murder case, He was brought 
in by officer Pryor, and handed over 
to Sheriff Lamb, and this morning we 
paid our respects to him in due form. 
Rover is a medium sized man, has a 
clear, blue eye and sharp featured 
face, wears brown side whiskers, is 
slightly bald, and converses about his 
case with much calmness. 

As we entered his cell and were in- 
troduced, he said, looking down at 
the weight on his ankle: “That’s a 
nice thing to put on a man ain't it? I 
thought I was coming here for trial, 
not for tortuse. The Governor has or- 
dered my irons removed once, and 
now they are replaced. This is my 
third trial, Ihave been convicted twice, 
been convicted but not upon facts and 
evidence. These would never convict 
me. I have now gota change of ve- 
nue, and it must be favorable to me, 
cau't be any other way. I am going 
to see that the entire history of my 
association with McWorthy is intro- 
duced on this trial. I have found out 
something about this trial which will 
shock the whole damned county. 
There was one man I wanted to see 
and couldn’t get to him, but one day 
he happened into the room and I 
called him up and got it out of him. 
It will shock the whole crew, I tell you. 

My statement was introduced 
against my will. I fought em two 
hours in court because it was not cer- 
tified to. The prosecution was afraid 
I would not introduce it. I gave in 
my statement 

MY HISTORY OF THE KILLING. 

I was working at the mine, one-half 
mile away from the cabin, when hap- 
pening to look that way I saw a man 
sitting down reading orwriting. Just 
then I heard the report of a gun and 
saw this man fall over backwards. I 
saw McWorthy standing there with a 
gun in his hand. He then took a hal- 
ter and tying it around the body 
dragged it away. I was doubtful of 
my own eyes. I did not know wheth- 
er I was in my senses or whether what 
I saw was a freak of imagination. I 
sat right down and continued to look, 
doubting the reality of what I saw. I 
then went into camp, resolved to main- 
tain silence, and if I found the matter 
as I had seen it, to take steps accord- 
ingly. Knowing the man as I did I 
think I was wise in keeping silence, as 
I had no proof and no help.” 

The various circumstances upon 
which Rover attempts to found Mc- 
Worthy’s motives can not be given 
now, as they were given in a discon- 
nected manner and will appear more 
fully in the trial. Rover alleges that 
he relies, as heretofore, upon the testi- 
mony for the prosecution to establish 
his innocence and McWorthy’g guilt. 
His remarks were frequently inter- 
spersed with epithets applied to the 
weight upon his ankle, while generally 
he seemed very much at ease and 
thoroughly conversant with his case. 
In conclusion we asked him if he was 
not about worn out, and he said: “No! 
It will be two years next month since 
I was indicted, but I’ve got that am- 
bition within me as they can’t wear 
out. If it wasn’t for this damned 
weight I should be very comfortable. 
I don’t know what it’s for; I’ve hada 
thousand offers to goif I wanted to 
run away.” 

The history of the case is not to be 
had at present, the above being merely 
Rover’s statement, which the trial is 
to. prove or disprove. M.S. Bonni- 
field, of Winnemucca, appears for the 
defense. We don’t exactly under- 
stand why Rover was removed until 
his presence was needed at the trial.
